Whitefield Police Court. 
To the Town of Whitefield: 


Of the 42 criminal cases considered by this court during the past 
year, 22 were for violation of the liquor laws, 8 drunks, 4 assault and 
battery, 3 violation of game laws, 3 larceny, 1 attempt to murder, 1 
rape. Twenty-eight of the respondents were citizens of this town, the 
balance being non-residents. Three suspended jail sentences were 
given, 6 fines suspended, 17 ordered to pay fines, 5 were bound over, 1 
recognized to keep the peace, 1 was committed to jail, 1 to the Reform 
School, and the rest were either discharged, or the cases nol-prossed or 
placed on file. 

The amount of money realized by the town from this ‘source is 
greatly in excess of the net amount of any previous year. Since its 
existence, the police court has netted the town about $1000.00.
